Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  year  1968. 

During  the  year  under  consideration  the  proposed  scheme  for  the 
expansion  of  Ipswich  has  caused  considerable  controversy  and  many  misgivings 
in  this  Rural  District  and  the  new  reservoir  proposed  for  the  Tattingstone  area 
has  also  been  a  matter  for  much  discussion. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  in  this  report  that  the  population 
continues  to  grow  and  many  young  people  have  come  to  make  their  homes  in 
Samford . 

With  this  added  number  of  young  married  couples  the  Standardised 
Birth  Rate  continues  to  be  maintained  at  a  higher  level  than  the  National  Rate* 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  lower  than  the  National  Rate  and  this 
is  most  satisf actoryc 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate  approximates  closely  to  the  National 

Rate. 

With  regard  to  notifiable  infectious  diseases,  Measles  was  the 
most  prevalent,  but  now  that  vaccination  against  Measles  is  becoming 
increasingly  available  we  may  hope  that  future  years  will  show  a  decline  in 
the  incidence  of  this  disease. 

I  do  not  think  that  there  are  any  further  items  in  this  report  that 
require  special  mention,  and  it  only  remains  for  me  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  continued 
support,  and  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Brown  and  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  hard  work  and  enthusiasm  with  which  they  have  carried  out 
their  duties  during  1968.

Eleven  private  supplies  were  sampled  during  the  year,  one  of  which  was 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  This  was  a  shallow  well  which  was  cleaned  out, 
deepened  and  chlorinated.  Subsequent  samples  proved  to  be  sat isfactory * 


The  private  supply  of  the  Royal  Hospital  School,  Holbrook,  has  been 
sampled  regularly  during  the  year  and  copies  of  the  reports  sent  to  th,e 
responsible  department.  In  one  case,  the  sample  showed  evidence  of  minor 
pollution  possibly  caused  by  maintenance  operations  carried  out  during  the 
school  holidays.  Subsequent  samples  proved  satisfactory.
